But it was ‘* the 
small beginning of great things," the first 
commercial steamboat to be water-borne 
on this side of tho Atlantic. Although 
Roll ix said to have launched ‘not a 
boat but an idea,” ke has no place among 
the great sciontific discoverers or inven- 
tors; he belonged to the humbler if per. 
haps not less’ useful type of men who 
put to the purposes of actual\life what 
hax only, previously existed as ingenious 
theory. His fellow Scot, James Watt, of 


‘| Greenock, dikcovered the potentialities of 


steam, and two others placed sn engine | 
on board a boat, There waa-Syrsington | 


who has the distinction of applying steam | 


to the propulsion of a barge, ‘the Char. 
-Yotte.-Mundas,--cn_the.Forth.and_ Clyde. 
Canol, and there was Fulton, who’ put 
the Clermont on tho waters of the Hud- 
son.

Bell ‘thought it 
Jeut, and he was so ebnvinced of its utility = 
/that he went to London and offered it 
to the Admiralty, But in spite of Lord 
Nolson's opinion that the scheme would 
succeed and that it ought to bo encour- 
paged. for ‘if other nations take it up 
in advance af us, they will tex every

ing innovation. Disappointed ,at home. 
Bell then mado overtures to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and it was 
ot their orders that Fulton inquired into 
the matter and afterwards launched the 
Clermont on the Hudson. 
doubted that Fulton received much ax- 
sistance and adyico from Bell in his ex- 
periment. 

Tike other piogecrs, Bell made little 
out of his ideo. With the help of credit 
he: was able to build the Comet and 
equip it, even to make it poy its way. 
But ho seems to havo lacked the faculty 
of organisation; he waa ‘' beaten by his 
own success’; his vessel bad scarcely 
begin to gather in its profity whet it 
waa cutdiatanced by. pushiul competitors : 


{aad the end. for him came when the 


Comet: was wrecked on 8 ‘voyage in the 
‘West, Highlands, 

He became 8 ‘! broken man, jeselval 
a amall pension from the Clyde Trustees, 
and died, in poverty. 

The Western Capital did. well to com: 
momorate Honry*: Bell; it is to him, 
more than to any other man, that Giss. 
gow ond the Clyde owes its. prosent pro- 
sperity. Before his days, the trade , of 
Glasgow ‘was inconsiderable, and the river 
was of mean dimonsions, blocked up with ; 
sand and fordable on foot.at several points.

The Chin- 
ése Republic has been plainly warned 
that it will not be recognized by the 
Britich Governmept until it «ander- 
tukes to respect. the autonomy of 
Tibet, in nevordunee with well-under- 
stood treaty obligntions. The action 
of Sir Edward Grey das been much 
misunderstood in England, especially 
among the rank and file of his own 
party. No thoughtful man wishes to 
see any further development of Brit'sh 
responsibilities anywhere in the East, 
and lerst of all in Tibet. The strain 
upon our "resources iy alrendy, almost 
heavier than we can bear, We finally 
settled onr future policy towards 
Tibet when we withdrew our troops 
from Lhasa, and there has never been 
any intention of altering’ it. ‘fhe’ 
implication that any “forward move- 
ment ” is in contemplation ix entirely 
unfounded, and the rumours of a 


British. protectorate, with a British’ 


garrison ut Lhasa, are .merely silly. 
But, when we .« xecuted our self-
